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The Red Sunsets. 


The gorgeous red twilight whieh has | 
followed the setting of the sun and pre- | 


ceded its rising during the past three 


months scems in a fair way of reaching 


an explanation. As in many other 
cases, the explanations first proposed | 


are readily shown to be entirely inadmise | 


sible. At least one astronomer attri- 


buted the 


any part of os sky. Being in factonly an 
unusually red and bright twilight, it, 
could have been only re tected sunlight 
The aurora explanation can be dispose d! 
of in the same way. The anrora would 
be better seen after the close of twilight 
aod would appear equally in every part 
of the heavens. But the red glows 
have always disappeared when the sun 
got so far below the horizon that twi- 
light ceased. On the other hand, a 
very siinple calculation from the cb- 
served heights of the red arches of light 
shows that the sunlight must be reflect- 
ed from matter forty or fifty miles above 
the earth. or near the highest limit at 
which air vedects light. The most 
natural cause to be assumed at first 
fuht was an extraordinary condensation 
of vapor at this enormous height, pere 
haps we might say an unusually high 
layer of cirrous clouds. But this 
explanation became improbable, ag 
news came from various parts of the 
world that the same appearances wera 
observed on a still larger seale, not ouly 
over Europe. but evenin India. It then 
became evident that this attenuated 
matter, whatever it was, was scattered 
ver the upper regions of the atmos- 
phere allaround the globe. The question 
is then raised where such an extraor- 
dinary addition to our atmosphere could 
have come from and what it could be. 
To Mr. J. Norman Lockyer, the noted 
phvsicist of London, is due the credit of 
pointing out what appears at present te 
be a true explanation. Mr. Lockyer 
attributes the explanation to Dr. Mel- 
drum, and it will no doubt be found 
that the idea has been suggested by 


| Various meteorologists, when the theory 


is once established. The theory is that 
this extraordinary matter was thrown 
up by the voleano of Krakatoa about 
the end of August last. The eruption 
which then occurred is described as 
perhaps the most suemorabie ot which 
history has given any account. During 
its progress an gland several thousand 
fect high was entirely submerged. So 
great was the mass of matter ejected 
that darkness covered the earth and sea 
for many miles around. The progress 
of the ejected matter can then be traced 
from coutinent to continent, as it was 
carried along by the tradewinds. Its 
existence was made known by tho 
singular aspect of the sun, not only 
when rising and setting, but in India, | 
even near nidday,its color being changed 
to a pale green. Towards the end of 
October it reached this country and 
gave rise to the splendid sunsets which 
have been witnessed nearly every clear 
evening. The greenish aspect “of the 
sun has also been noticad about the 
time of setting, but has not been con- | 
spicuous at other hours. 
It would be interesting to know jyst | 
what form the matter which reflects | 
the light has assumed. That it should 
be mere ashes seems out of the question, | 
as solid particles could not remain 
suspended for so long a period in so rare 
an atmosphere. Astroncmers will, per- 
haps, sec some similarity between this 
attenuated form of matter, whatever it 
may be, and that which, surrounding | 
the sun, gives rise to the corona. ‘The | 
more daring speculators can hardly fail 
ty point out the great similarity between 
tis eruption and its course around tbe | 
globe and the cruptions which are con- 
stantly recurring from the surface of 
the sun of matter which finds its way | 
around the solar globe. Myr. Lockver | 
sugyests, with great foree, that the

| In 1723 there lived in Pasth, the ‘ 


| capital of Hungary, Karol Kowates, a 
shoemaker, whose ingenuity in catting 
and carving on wood, ete., brought him 
into contact with Count Andrassy, with 
whom he became a favorite. 
on his return from a mission to Turkey 
brought with him a piece of whitish 
clay, which had been presented to him 
| as acuriosity on account of its extraor- 
dinary light specific gravity. It strack 
the shoemaker that being porus, it 
might be well edapted for pipes, as it 
w ould absorb the nicotine, 


The experiment was tried, and Karol 
cut a pipe for the count and one for 
| himself. But in the pursuit of his trade 
| he could not keep his hands clean, and 
many & piece of shoemaker’s wax be 

came attached to the pipe. The clay, 
however, instead of resuming a dirty 
appearance w hen Carl wiped it off re- 
ecived wherever the wax had adhered 
to it a clear brown polish, instead of the 
dull white it previously had. Attribut- 
ing the change toits proper source, he 
waxed the whole surface, and polishing 
the pipe again. smoked it, and noticed 
how admirably and beautifully it ! 
colored. also how much more sweetly 
the pipe smoked after being waxed. 

Other noblemen, hearing of the won- 
derfal properties of this singular specias 
of clay, imported it in considerable 
quantities tor the manufacture of pipes. 
The natural scarcity of this much- 
esteemed article, and the great cost of | 
importation in those days of limited 
transportation, rendered its use ex- 
clusively confined to the richest Enyro- 
pean noblemen until 1850, when it 
became a inore general article of trade. 
The first meerschaum pipe made by 
Karol Kowates has becn preserved in 
the museum of Pesth.

A narrow stream of water thag 
meanders through Blackstone Valley, 
and is termed a river by the natives,hag 
8 fall in a distance of eighteen miles of 
one hundred and forty-six feet. At ene 
time it afforded splendid power to tho 
burmerous mills built along its banks, 
but now, notwithstanding the river h as 
the same precipitous descent, its avail 
ability as a means of supplying power to 
the great mannfactories isa thing of 
the past. and isa matter entirely un- 
thought of. 

All, or nearly all, of the mills in Woon. 
socket are provided with auviliary 
steam power, the owners having learned, 
particularly by the experience of the 


| past three years. that even rivers can 


run verv nearly dry in the conrse of 
time. At freqnent mtervals the bed of 
the Blackstone River is plainly visible 
in some places, in fact tt is oftentimes 
exposed to view. It has been gradually 
vears last 
past, and the meadows that in the old 
times were at this season of the vearene 
tirelv covered with water toas greater o 
less depth, are as dry as pasture |. ad 
today. and quite suitable for house 
: lots. 

No water-power machinery, whatever, 
has been put in the new Nourse mill, 
although the factory buildings are boilé 
eontiguous to the stream.

As a school room needs an abun- 
dance of fresh air and IT ght. the trees 
planted on the school grounds should 
therefore stind far enough away to al- 
low a free cireulaton of the air.
